MOURNING ETIQUETTE. 


Conventional Time For Wearing the 
Trappings of Woe. 

A widow may resume her society 
life after the first month of her widow- 
hood has expired, in so far as paying 
calls is concerned, and after two 
months she may attend small informal 
gatherings aod concerts. When-three 
months have expired she may accept 
and give invitations to small dinners. 
This is the moder© seclusion, but 
elderly women frequently make a 
compromise between the short and the 
long seclusion and do not accept or 
give invitations until six months have 
expired, 

Next in importance is the period of 
mourning for a father or mother, This 
extends over twelve months, but a 
great difference consists in the period 
during which half mourning is worn. 
For instance, an unmarried daughter 
residing at home would wear black 
during ten months and half mourning 
for two months. A married daughter, 
on the other hand, living at a distance 
from her girlhood’s home, would wear 
black for eight months and half mourn- 
ing for four months or black for six 
months and half mourning for the 
same time. Then, again, young girls 
still in the schoolroom, of ages from 
ten to fourteen, are not expected to 
wear black longer than three months 
‘and to go into half mourning at the 
‘expiration of that time, commencing 
|! with black and white, followed by 
| grays and half mourning shades, Lit- 
\tle children are not put into mourn- 
ing, but wear white with black trim- 
i mings. The seclusion followed on the 
| death of a parent is but slight. Call- 
ing is resumed after the first fortnight 
and invitations accepted, as a rule, 
after six weeks or two months, save 
to balls and dances. 

Next in order comes the mourning 
for a brother or sister. This period 
varies from four to six months, Black 
| is worn during four months and half 
mourning for two months, or black is 
‘worn for three months and half 
mourning for the same length of time. 
For relations by marriage, a brother- 
in-law or sister-in-law, four months is 
| the regulation time. It may be said 
that the mourning worn by a wife for 
her husband's brother or sister is usu- 
ally longer than that worn for her sis- 
ter’s husband. 

Formerly the period of mourning for 
grandparents was nine months, but 
now it is seldom longer than six 
months. This is divided into four 
months of black in the case of the 
granddaughters being unmarried and 
two months of half mourning. But if 
they are married and reside in anoth- 


er town black is usually worn for 


three months and half mourning for 
three months. 

One word as regards the mourning 
worn for an uncle or aunt. The pe- 
riod is three months, and black is 
worn for two months and half mourn- 
ing for one month, or there may be a 
shorter period, six weeks, during 
which time black is worn and no half 
mourning. This short period is only 
followed by married nieces who live 
far away from their relatives, 


For a Summer Veranda. 

The girl who wishes to render the 
verandas of the summer cottage at- 
tractive should take time by the fore- 
lock and make up an assortment of 
pillow covers. One of the most serv- 
iceable tops is of a new material which 
closely resembles leather and comes 
in red, blue, green and leather shades 
made up plainly and fringed with im- 
itation leather fringe. 

Burlap covers are embroidered with 
flower, foilage and bird designs or 
with fringe made by fraying the edges 
of the face and back of the pillow 
top. 

Lingerie pillows are of muslin all 
over embroidery, of batiste banded 
and frilled with embroidery and of 
dotted and sprayed swiss. Any of the 
flowered lawns are pretty if finished 
with wide ruffles, and so are the 
Scotch ginghams striped in two tones 
of one color. Some of them have a 
broken tartan plaid border that makes 
an effective ruffle. Scotch madras in 
two tone or solid colors furnishes a 
serviceable and smart looking pillow 
top, and there are most attractive 
plain French linens in such shades as 
wistaria, catawba, champagne, van- 
dyke brown and old rose. 

Ecru scrim is an excellent material 
for a porch pillow cover and is charm- 
{ng when decorated with Dalmatian 
embroidery in oriental color combina- 
tions with embroidery silk. Cream 
colored scrim is used without a pat- 
tern, as is also the work. 

For the Doeblinger work, done on 
colored monks’ cloth, the eight fold 
Germantown yarn is used to develop 
art nouveau or oriental patterns,

When purchasing the material for a 
blouse or dress it is as well to get half 
a yard or so more, in view of altera- 
tion contingencies. If the dressmaker 
ean be prevailed upon to return any 
pleces of waste the extra half yard 
night not be needed; also should the 
wearer be the maker of the blouse or 
bodice in question. But, of course, 
much depends on the style and the 
quantity purchased, as in many cases 
the pieces left over are not enough to 
do much in the way of renovation.

Again Stricken. | 


—— 


Two Terrific Shocks Worse Than 
Before. 


Messina, July 1.—Messina ex- 
perienced two terrific earthquakes 
at about half past seven o’clock 
this morning, which were ac- 
companied by roaring sounds, 
and are said to have a stronger 
and more undulatory movement 
than the earthquake last De- 
cember. “Although the shocks 
to day had no such terrible con- 
sequences, 25,000 residents of 
this city were thrown into a 
state of terror. They ran into 
the streets panic stricken, and 
to night nearly the entire popu- 
lation is camped in the opon 
places, fearing to return to the 
structures, which have served 
them as homes since the city wa 
destroyed. 

The broken walls of the old 
ruins were thrown to the ground, 
and Messino was for a_ few 
minutes smothered in a, cloud of 
dust. Itis believed after search 
of the new ruins no one was 
killed. 


SEVERAL PERSONS INJURED. 


Several persons were struck 
by detached stones, but so far as 
is known no one was fatally in- 
jured. The first shock was fol- 
lowed quickly by a second, as the 
people fled pell mell to the 
American quarters, which they 
seemed to feel was their safest 
place of refuge. The authorities 
were unable to check the in- 
vasion, and as a consequence 
the American quarters designed 
for the most needy.of the popu- 
lace, were taken possession of 
by the first comers. The soldiers 
however, soon drew around this 
quarter, a guard was mounted 
at the bridge leading to it. 
Many of the panic | stricken 
people were driven off and orders 
were issued that no one should 
be permitted to occupy the 
American quarters pending fur- 
ther instructions. 


THE ENTIRE DISTRICT SUFFERED. 


All commerce ceased in the 
city and the places of business 
along the sea front were closed. 
As a result there are several 
thousand workmen idle. Special 
precaution is being taken taken 
to prevent disorder. 

Reggio suffered almost as 
severe a shock as Messina, walls 
were overthrown, but no casu- 
alities have been reported there. 

According to the latest reports, 
the earthquake affected practi- 
cally the same section as the last. 
The seismic disturbance was 
felt at Tatrmina, but no damage 
was done there, Within 24 hours 
the shocks at Messina numbered 
twenty-three.

Nuts as Food. 


The increased demand for nuts 
as food, treated at length in a 
current. magazine by’the pro- 
fessor. of nutrition in the 
University \of California, brings 
out some interesting deductions. 
Nuts, it seems, are no longer re- 
garded as a luxury by the multi- 
tude or taken as an occasional 
indulgence; they.have become a 
staple article of food, having their 
place among-~-market com- 
modities with a regular demand, 
which compensates the grower 
for giving special attention to the 
crop. Used. as a substitute for 
meat, they are relished by many, 
and special dishes have been de- 
vised which have met with wide- 
spread favor. ,;In his article on 
the subject, this authority, after 
dealing exhaustively with the 
nutritive qnality of nuts, reaches 
the conclusion that as articles of 
food nuts and fruits are highly 
desirable, and made into butters 
and similar foods, they offer 
pleasant variety; and especially 
when cooked and prepared are 
relishod by many who would not 
otherwise care for them. Chest- 
nut flour and almond meal are 
familiar articles of nut food in 
some parts of Europe, and the 
demand for pastes and oils made 
from nuts has long been main- 
tained among the confectioners. 

Our primitive ancestors. are 
supposed to have lived on nuts 
and fruits almost entirely; and 
whether or not we are to follow 
their example to any great ex- 
tent in this respect, it is of in- 
terest to note that a food that is 
not easily restricted in supply is 
coming in for more appreciative 
consideration by the mass of 
consumers. 


No More Bounties. 


(Farmers Sun.) 


At the 1907 convention of the 
Manufacturer’s Association a 
memorial was approved urging 


the Dominion Government, as a 


means of encouraging ship 
building in Canada, to grant a 
bonus based on new tonnage 
built, just as a bounty is granted 
now on each ton of steel and iron 
turned out by Canadian blast 
furnaces. The Canadian Courier 
advises that a still stronger reso- 
lution be adopted at next meeting 
of the Manufacturer’s Assoc- 
iation; and signs are not lacking 
that thescourse advised will be 
taken. _ re 

At the present time a bounty 
is being paid by the Dominion 
Government on every ton of ore| 
turned into pig iron; another 
bounty is paid when the pig is 
made into steel; a third when the 
steel is transformed into rods. 
All told over $2,300,000 was taken 
from the Federal treasury in 
paying these bounties last year, 
nearly one and one quarter mil- 
lions of this being paid to the 
Dominion Steel & Iron Company, 
located in Nova Scotia. These 
iron, and steel bounties will, if no 
change is made in the present 
law, cease next year, but ifa new 
bounty is given to encourage 
ship building very strong pressure 
will be brought to bear for a con- 
tinuance of the existing iron 
bounties as well. Against a re- 
newal of the old and a creation 
of new bounties such pressure 
should be brought to bear by 
farmers that the Government will 
not dare to take the course which 
the protected and bounty fed 
interests will urge.

Canada and the Payne Bill. 

Edward Porritt contributes to the 
May number of The North American 
Review an article entitled “Canada 
and the Payne Bill.” Mr. Porritt 
characterizes this bill as less hostile 
to Canada than almost any tariff en- 
ected at Washington since the reci- 
procity treaty was abrogated by the 
United States and Canada. He sny3 
of the policy of the Liberal Govern. 
ment in Canada: 

“Except for a preference for Great 
Britain, the Liberal Government in 
1897 adopted the National Policy of 
the Tories in its entirety. Since 1897, 
Liberal Governments have greatly 
developed and extended the National 
Policy. In so doing, they have cur- 
tailed the preference which was 
granted to Great Britain in 1897; and 
they have also raised a much greater 
barrier against reciprocity with the 
United States than existed when they 


‘took over the National Policy from 


the Tories in 1897. Asa result of the 
control of Government at Ottawa by 
the Liberal party, Canada Us to-day 
on a more protectionist basis than at 
any time since Confederation in 1867; 
and to-day there are in the House of 
Commons not hglf a dozen -members 
who would support a bill for lower 
ing protective dutigs. or for repealin 

the bounties to the Yon and steel an 

other industries—an integral part of 
the Liberal National Policy — which 
are now costing the Dominion nearly 
three million dollars a year.

The grand old man of the Shake- 
speare birthday celebration was Dr. 
Furnivall, who presided at the dinner 
ot the London Shakespeare League. 
Dr. Furnivall is in his.eighty-fourth 
year, and still as fit as the proverb.al 
fiddle. Dr. Furnivall founded ‘the 
Chaucer, New Shakespeare, Wyclif, 
and Shelley Societies; also a very dif- 
ferent organization, but characteristic 
of his versatile individuality—the 
Hammersmith Girls’ Sculling Club. 
His athletic hobby has always been 
sculling; in fact, he actually con- 
tinues to take sculling exercise at 
least one day a week on the Thames 
at Hammersmith. It would be dif. 
ficult to specify a veteran who more 
admirably — illustrates the motto, 
‘“‘Men sana in corpore sano,” than 
Dr. Furnivall. 

No man living knows more about 
Shakespeare, and how Shakespeare 
should be acted, than he does. It is 
pleasant to find that, with all his vast 
experience, he looks with a favorable 
eye upon present Shakespearean pro- 
ductions as compared with those of 
the past. He is entitled to draw com- 
parisons, not only by virtue of his 
unrivalled knowledge of the poet’s 
works, but because he has clear re- 
collections of the old Shakespearean 
actors. He vfvidly remembers seeing 
Mocready in “Lear,” yet he thinks 
that great actor was not very much 
better than some of our living play- 
ers. Phelps, too, he readily recalls— 
“a competent, sound actor, but very 
solid and uninspired.” Altogether, 
the doctor considers that there 1s 
more genuinely good Shakespearean 
acting now than ever fhere has been 
during his lengthly lifetime.

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IMPERIAL FREE TRADE. 


Mr, Henry Heywood of Manchester 
Says It Is a Dream. 


“Free trade within the Empire 
must still be a dream, but there ae 
an approximation to it,” remarked 
Mr.-Henry Heywood, of Manchester, 
te The Montreal Standard, recently. 
There is certainly: a very strong 
tendency in England at present to 
take, at least, power to retaliate upon 
the. foreigner, for the way in’ which 
he raises up tariff walls against 
us, while, atthe same time, using 
our free markets for his own benefit. 
The utmost, however, that, in a 
practical way, we could expect, would 
the arrangement of a mutual pref- 
erential tariff. Many of the over-seas 
Possessions of the Empire are-in. a 
state of development. They need. pro- 
tection—they need protection’ evdn 
against the Mother Country... Right 
Hon. Mr, Chamberlain once said that 
in not a few instances the over-seas 
possessions were like a neglected 
state, which needed improvement and 
development. In the present state of 
productivity, it would hardly be pos- 
sible, I think, to bring about free 


trade within the Empire, but it is. 


something to be sought for, an ideal 
to be pursued. 

“In a more advanced state of de 
velopment, when the manufacturer 
can stand on his feet, when indus- 
triulism bas been firmly established, 
when you can remove your bounties 
and subventions, when markets are 
defined and used to the full, when 
there is no longer the note of uncer- 
tuinty—then you could talk about free 
trade within the Empire; but at pres- 
ent it would be a Jong step forward 
to realize mutual preferential trade. 

“Fach part of the Empire, separzt- 
ed from the other parts, has its own 
situations, its own needs, its own 
difficulties. Young industries, for in- 
stance, could not afford to be swamp 
ed by the incoming of products, be- 
longing, say, to'the Mother Country, 
and which, through long experience, 
through the best sort of plants. 
through cheap labor, could be pro- 
duced for less than the colonial pro 
ducts. Geography’ climate, distance, 
genius of the peoples, make differing 
needs. I think the first thing to do 
is to secure, if possi mutual pre- 
ferential trade between the _several 
parts of the Empire, not hurting any 
interest, not destroying any fiscal 
system which, in the colonies, ma 
have worked well and encouraged self- 
development, but each conceding 
something for the benefit of the 
whole. 

“Mr. Balfour is willing to labor for 
2, preference. So is the Unionist Par 
ty. and that will be the chief issue 
at the next election.” 


A Curious Tribe.

in Ceylon called the Rodigas, who ' 
live ‘the life of social Ishmaels, de- : 


spised and cast out by their fellows. 

Until quite recently they lived 
apart. from the abodes of other men, 
in holes and caves; in no case may 
they lie down to rest with other men; 
they may not enter a temple or a 
court of justice, and on all occasions 
are compelled to “stand afar off.” 

80 low down in the scale of human- 
ity are they placed that they may 
not even speak with strangers except 
through the intermediary of a man of 
the lowest caste above their own. 

Of late years their status has been 
improved, and they are less servile in 
consequence, but even now they fall 
on their knees with uplifted hands to 
address people of the lowest recog- 
nized caste, and upon the approach 
of a traveler they shout to warn him 
to stop until they can get off the 
road, and he can pass without risk of 
defilement from the proximity of 
their persons. 

But even amongst these people, who 
seem to have reached the very lowest 
rung of the human ladder, there are 
classes and social distinctions. Thus, 
the ambetteyos, or barbers, and the 
hanomoreyos, or betel boxmakers, are 
looked upon with contempt by the 
despised ostracized Rodigas, who go 
to the length of shutting up their 
dogs lest they should stray into the 


house of the low-born, or gnaw a bone | 


that they may throw at them.
